Mary and Mike stayed at the 
cabin for the evening and then left altho we wanted them 
to stay all night. The day was *ust beautiful but of 
course has rained ever since- We spent most of the time 
playing cards. Jim and Ruth came up for awhile and also 
Douglas 1 es. Four played rimmy and the other four played 
bridge. 

Mary and Mike have moved into their new apartment but 
they can't stay there because whatever cleaning fluid was 
used to shampoo the carpeting has such strong fumes that 
they can't stand it. The manager is out of town so they 
are staying with us until the problem is straightened out. 
When we got home from the cabin last night Mary had dinner 
In the oven and after eating we played bridge for awhile 
and Dad and I went to bed about ten o'clock. 
Dad caught three fish right down in fromt of the cabin 
so I fried them this morning for his breakfast. He had 
an eight o'clock dental apointraent so bad to eat them 
in a hurry and run. 

The prisoners have not written to me since I didn't 
answer their last letters so I guess that ends my 
episode with them. I feel awfully sorry for them and I 
wish there was some way to help them but I don't know 
of atiy-i 

I hope you had a nice week-end. I wonder if you had 
some of the strong winds that I beard about. I do know 
the weather is hot there. I am glad we were able to get 
back there iust when we did- It has been terribly hot 
in Minneapolis also. 

Mary is still in bed so I don't want to start washing 
clothes so I will go to the post office now and get a 
couple of other errands taken care of.
